suet, shred fino ; ono half pound bread 
crumbs, one quarter pound loaf sugar, tbo 
yelks of four eggs and the whites of two, 
well beaten: two tablespoonfuls of orange 
marmalade, or sliced citron, if preferred. To 
bo put into n buttered mold and boiled for 
two hours.
